Next week has been proclaimed National 
consumers Week by President Reagan with the 
purpose of highlighting how educated and In¬ 
formed consumers play a key role in the na¬ 
tional and International marketplace. Spear¬ 
heading this nationwide effort Is the U.S. Of¬ 
fice of Consumer Affairs, directed by Virginia 
H. Knauer. 

Individually, we can ask questions to help 
ourselves as consumers. To Inquire about 
unsafe consumer products, several agencies 
can be suggested, such as the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration, U.S. Dept, of Agriculture and 
Consumer Product Safety Commission. Those 
addresses and phone numbers may be 
obtained at the Sierra Madre News office. 

Do you wonder how to protect yourself 
when you order products over the phone? Know 
the total cost of your purchase, check it against 
your monthly statement and get the name of 
the sales person who filled your order, asking 
for a receipt. 

If you order a gift from a mall order com¬ 
pany and It has not arrived within the time It 
was promised, you should cancel your order 
and ask tor a complete refund. For more infor¬ 
mation, write for a free copy of “Shopping by 
Mall” from the Federal Trade Commlaalon, 
Washington, D.C. 20580. 

If you are faced with a funeral director’s 
bill you think Is unfair, you should first talk 
It over with your funeral director and if you 
can’t reach a settlement, refer It to ThanaCAP, 

135 West Wells St., Milwaukee, WIs. 53203. 

Conce med about buying a used car? The 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
has a toll-free hotline to call for recall and 
safety-related Information about cars. The

If your Income doesn’t cover expenses and 
you’re falling behind, what should you do?
